indicated 
requires 
assessment 
of tho surfaco 
ground 
of all patented mines to bo at tho 
samo rate per aoro 
as tho TJnitod 
States government 
charges for the 
ground, unless local considerations 
(such as subdivision 
of tho suriace 
into 
town 
lots) 
mako it worth 
more. 
Tho surface improvements, 
machinery, 
etc., 
of all mines aro 
assessed 
as all other 
proporty 
is 
assossed.

SILAGE 
FOR 
HORSES. 


Why This Subject Should 
He Thor- 
oughly Tented l' n Good Drceder. 
A. SI., South Newbury, Vt., asks con- 
cerning tho value of silage for feeding 
young and breeding horses. 
Almost nothing Is known In regard to 
this subject. Originally stock growers 
regarded 
sllngc 
made from tho corn 
plant ns suitable 
only 
for the dairy, 
cow. 
Now we arc coming 
to learn Its 
high value as n feed for young cattle, 
for breeding cattle and last of all for 
the fattening 
steer, especially during 
earlier stages of that process. 
Recent- 
ly at this station Professor Carlyle has 
been experimenting with sllago as a 
feed far breeding ewes. 
The shepherd 
was prejudiced Against this material, 
but the results 6how that corn silage Is 
a most excellent 
feed 
for breeding 
rwes, taking the place of roots. 
Now, with tho widening use of silage 
as 
experience 
and 
experiments 
ore 
showing, what Is Its place on the horso 
farm? 
We all know that roots, 
espe- 
cially carrots, are greatly appreciated 
byhorsos and may be fed to all classes 
of 'animals In proper amounts with ad- 
vantage. 
15ut 
the 
American 
people 
very properly do not tako to the grow- 
ing of roots oven for horses, because ft 
great deal of hand labor Is required In 
producing this 
crop, 
and wages are 
high 
In this country. 
A given amount 
of nutrients 
can 
bo produced 
In tho 
form of corn fcllace for half the cost of 
that In the form of roots. 
This true. If 
sllago will only tako the placo of roots 
on tho horso farm we have a most val- 
uable adjunct 
to our present list of 
feeding materials. 
No horseman would 
think of using roots In any large quan- 
tities with horses 
In training or at hard 
work, 
for 
such 
succulent 
material 
tends to produce n watery flesh, which 
Is unsatisfactory with animals at hard 
work or required to move rapidly. But 
even such animals relish and are bene- 
fited by a limited supply of roots. 
It 
would 
seem possible and It Is worthy 
of trial to 
u&o silage even with such 
animals to a very limited extent. 
For 
young 
things, 
brood 
mares and 
Idle 
horses 
It would 
seem ns though corn 
silage 
might be used 
to some extent 
with 
prollt. 
At least this 
material 
should 
be tried as a substitute 
for 
roots 
In order to cheapen tho cost of 
maintenance. 
If corn 
silage 
proves a 
valuable food for the dairy cow and 
tho breeding ewe, why should It not bo 
satisfiictor.. 
with the brood mare? If 
It Is satisfactory with young cattle and 
with steer? 
in the first stages of fatten- 
ing. It 
u1m 
should 
be acceptable and 
useful with growing and Idle horses.

best: 


Lii'i; or ihvi.vg. 


Ily LeouardUrcon. 
Benjamin Franklin 
is 
consider- 
ed by some the first American man 
if letters; but Washincton Irvine 
born in New 
York.City 
in 
1783, 
was tlio iirst American 
who 
sue' 
ccssftilly relied on his pen for sup 
port. 
Irving was a descondont of 
Scotch and English ancestors; his 
father being Scotch and his mother 
English. 
His 
parents 
moved 
to 
'uw York about a dozen years 
bo-or- o 
tho revolution. 
Irving 
started 
to school at 
an 
ally age. 
Ho always had a liking 
for writing stories, and as 
ho 
mathematics 
ho would 
write 
compositions 
for 
his 
schoolmates 
and 
they 
in 
turn 
worked 
out 
his 
prob- 
lems. 
Irving 
received but a com- 
mon 
school education, leaving tho 
school room at the age of sixteen, 
but for several years he continued 
to read books by tho standard 
au-tho- 
such 
as 
Chancer, Spencer 
ind Bunyon. 
Later 
be studied law for a time 
but not being inclined to submit 
nimsclf to tho drudgery of the pro- 
fession 
ho 
preferred 
to 
go 
on 
rambling excursions around 
Man- 
hattan Island, the scenery of which 
he 
later 
made 
so famous by his 
pen. 
Irving, 
now. twenty 
ono years 
of age, being troubled 
with 
pul- 
monary diseases, sailed for Europe 
m 1804, with the 
hopo that a long 
eea voyage would do him good. 
Un ins return to America in ISOo 
he, 
with a 
company of friends, 
published for a whilo a series of 
humorous papeis or rather 
essays 
called Salamagundi. 
Irving's first work of importance 
was "Knicherbocher 
History 
ui 
New 
York," 
published 
in 
1809. 
Irving and his'brother Peter start 
ed 
to write .the 
book together, 
when 
Peter 
was 
suddenly called 
away and 
Ivving, changing 
tho 
plan of tho book, finished it him- 
self. 
Irving served as an aid to Gov- 
ernor Tompkins in tho war of 1812 
and at 
tho close of tho war 
he 
again sailed for Europe expecting 
only a short visit with his brother, 
with 
whom 
ho 
was 
in 
buiness 
in London, but soon after his 
ar-ria- l 
the business 
failed. 
Then 
Irving, 
left to his own 
resources, 
devoted himself to literaturo for a 
living and in 1819 
brought out his 
Sketch 3ook,wjijchi 
soon after was 
republished 
in LondonJand-th- or 
oughly established his reputation 
as 
a great 
author. 
Three years 
later 
ho published Brace Bridge 
Hall 
and 
in 
1824 
Tale3

Traveler. 
Irving having been commission,

Ho settled 
down at his 
dolighlful 
home at Tarrytown 
on tho

short stories 
an'd 
sketches 
like 
those in tho Sketch Book and tbo 
Alhambra, and 
called 
Wolfert's 
Roost. 
Irvings 
last and most carefully 
prepared

was 
Lifo of 
Washington 
written 
in 
livo 
volumes.

Irving
